NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3rd April, 1992 

G.S.R. 405(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 35 of the Indian 
Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and Section 52 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) and in super- 
session of all previous notifications on the subject, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order, for regulating the levy of fees for Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, Mooring and other services in 
the port of Bomby, namely: 


ORDER 

1. Short title and commencement : (1) This order may be called the Port of Bombay Pilotage, Tug 
Assistance, Towage, Mooring and Other Services Fees Order, 1992. 

(2) It shall come into force with effect from the date of notification in the Gazette of India. 


2. Definition : (i) In this order ‘Port’ means Port of Bombay. 

(ii) “Coasting Vessel” means a vessel .engaged in the carriage by sea of passengers or goods from any 
Port or place in India to any other Port or place in India. 

(iii) “Foreign Going Vessel” means a vessel employed in trading between any port or place in India 
and any other Port or place or between Ports or places outside India. 

3. Fees and charges for Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, Mooring, etc. shall be as specified in Tables 
I to IV below :(i) Fees and charges for Pilotage, Tug Assistance. Towage, etc. on the gross registered 
tonnage of vessels including Government vessels or vessels hired by Government but excluding (a) vessels/ 
tankers noimally proceeding to or from Jawahai Dweep or Pir Pan ard Indian and Foreign vessels of 
war shall be as specified in Table I below:

Note : For the purpose of calculating the period of a vessel at a mooring— 

(i) ‘day’ means a calendar day i.e. the period starting from the midnight of a day to the midnisght 
of the following day. 

(ii) the period of 30 days will be reckoned from midnight of the day on which the vessel has completed 
mooring. 

(iii) the day on which the vessel is unmoored will be counted for the purpose of the period for the 
levy of the mooring fees. 

NOTES to Table Nos. I to IV : 

(1) Charges leviable according to GRT in the foregoing Tables will be levied on a minimum of 1000 
GRTs. In reckoning tonnage of a vessel for the purpose of levy of charges the Gross Registered 
Tonnage in excess of the multiples of 100 will be rounded to the nearest hundred , i.e, 50 tonnes 
and above will be rounded to the next hundred and less than 50 tonnes will be ignored. 

(2) For piloting a tug in tow of another barge or barges, charges at the above rates shall be levied 
on the aggregate Gross Registered Tonnage of the tug and the barge or barges in tow. 

(3) Vessels which come within the definition of “Coasting Vessels” and for which regular berths 
have been provided by the Board of Trustees of the Port of Bombay at the Dock Harbour Wall 
shall not be charged all inclusive rate when such vessels are piloted direct from their berths to the 
open sea or vice versa, bv their licensed Masters. In all other cases the usual all inclusive rates 
shall be charged on such vessels.

Note : For the purpose of calculating the period of stay cf a vessel at an anchorage- - 

(I) “day” means a calendar day, i.e. the period from the midnight of a day to the midnight of the 
following day; 

(ii) the period of 30 days will be reckoned from the midnight of the day following the day cm which 
the vessel completes its anchoring; 

(hi) the day on which the vessel vacates and mails out of the Port will be counted for the purpose of 
the period for the levy of the anchorage fees; 

(iv) in the event of a vessel which had stayed at an anchorage taking berth or entering a dry dock 
and returning thereafter either to the same anchorage or to another anchorage, the number of 
days the vessel was away from the anchorage will be excluded, but the period of occupation except 
for such exclusion will be treated as a continuous period for computing the periods specified in 
the table. 

(v) the day on which a vessel leaves an anchorage and takes berth or enters a dry dock and the day it 
takes anchorage again will be counted as one day. 

15. Charges prescribed for foreign-going vessels in this order will be collected from foreign as well as 

Indian Shipping Lines/Agents in equivalent Indian Rupees at the rate notified by the Reserve Bank of 

India on the date of arrival of the vessel. 

16. Interpretation : 

If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these Rules, the Chairman decision thereon 

shall be final. 
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
